RIMARILY, The Temple is a coamie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive hamanity.

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LIFE SPARKS. 
TEMPLE TEACHINGS. OPEN SERIES. No. CXXLTX. 


The differentiation of electrical energy to which its latest 
investigator. has applied the term ©lon,” to distinguish 1t trom 
other differentiations of the same cosmic energy, and the *Sparks* 
of Occult Science are identical. While modern <cience has heen 
driven to accept many of the truths of Occultism, at least as hy- 
potheses, it is only one here and there among its votaries who has 
heen able to apply the theoretical knowedge $0 gained in practice : 
and it will not be possible. to apply the finer forces in the manipula- 
tion of matter to any remarkable degree until the workers in this 
field are able to demonstrate to their own satisfaction that the 
the 


intermediate forms of energy which he hetween gross matter 


vehicles of snuch forms of energy—and those which more nearly 
approach the highest poles of manifested hfe—\anasic Energy. 

\While the degree of electrical energy which the occultist de<1g- 
1enates Manas, or Ideation, 1s being apphed im its own field of 
action—the mental plane, it has not heen found possithle to direct 
it in a manner to show visthle or audihle effects by any acknowl- 
edged scrientist of this age; and neither has the latter heen able 
to accept the statements of occultists who claim to be able to 
produce such effects, or to have seen them produced. Yet, until the 
knowledge 1s gained of the possthility that snch effects can he demon- 
Strated to the senses 1t will he 1mpossthle to segregate and demon- 
<trate the reality of the ex1stence and poss1hle use of the Ton, and sev- 
eral other forms of the same energy, in the production of external 
phenomena, for in order to accomplish that feat it 1s absolutely 
necessary to use the Manasic energy outsde of its ozon field, 1. c., 
by vis1hle or audiþle effects on or in gross matter, as man has not 
vet evolved the senses by means of which he might perceive the 
natural phenomena constantly occurring within the fields or planes 
ot substance in which each form or degree of electrical energy is 
pre-eminently active. 

Man may he able to gather together the constituent elements, 
the chemical agents and reagents, and other forms of snbstance 
which nature has already created, and under exactly right condi- 
tions of heat and moisture sncceed in creating a living creature : 
but 1t must he remembered that practically all he has done is to 
make conditions under which the previously created elements, 
chemicals, etc., could continue to grow. The hbasic life forces 
active in every atom and molecule used in the materials he has 
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brought together were already in them; he lterally had no hand 
in creatinz those hasic materials. If he had only heen able to 
isolate a single molecule of all those forms of substance that he 
had gathered and was wise enough to create exactly the 
Same conditions which nature would use in developing hte 
Sparks, from that smgle molecule would he evolved all other 
constituent molecules required to form snch a hody as the one 
that he had heen imnstrumental in bringing to outer form. But 
nature would go much further, for while he had to pause when 
that form was created nature would go on, and from that same 
molecule would evolve an organic vehicle through which the elec- 
trical energy of Manas could operate, and that which might be 
termed a rudimentary brain would manifest in the form evolved 
from that single molecule. But nature could not have performed 
any of these marvels had it not heen for the basic hfe—the 
*Spark which rested at the very center of every atom which con- 
Stituted that molecule. 

Notwithstanding our efforts to convey some 1dea of the four- 
fold existence of the Ego on the four planes of hfe we are not 
Suecessful in all instances, s0 can only try again until our purpose 
is Served. Many words confuse real 1ssues, and often throw a 
deep shadow over what are in fact self-evident truths. 

The life and action of the Ego in the four lower of the seven 
States of consciousness, the forms through which that conscious- 
ness functions, the states of matter which comprise those forms, 
and the motion—the time—which governs the appearance and 
disappearance' of those forms in any one or all of those states of 
matter are the hasic facts which alone provide for any under- 
Standing of the appearance and disappearance of the astral and 
physical bodies from the s1ght—the consciousness of each other. 

First consider the swinging of the pendulum of a clock. the 
Spring of which has heen wound up to allow the pendulum to 
swing for exactly twenty-four hours. The winding of the <pring 
which sets the pendulum in motion corresponds to the Fohatic 
energy which has heen set free for an age corresponding to the 
Said twenty-four hours. That energy sets in action and keeps in 
motion all the suhstance which has previously been asleep through 
a night of time, and moves that substance in perfect rhythm and 
time corresponding to the movements of the pendulum of the 
clock. (We are not now considering the three highest of the 
Seven states of consciousness). Then consider that there are four 
grades of that snbstance, each one more refined, temwous and 
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elastic than the preceding one, if we start from that of the physical 
plane. (The reverse if we start from the manasic). 

It is through these four planes or states of suhstance that the 
Ego0—the unmanifested Spiritual Self of the three higher of the 
&even principles—must function throughout each age, as the cychc 
law—the pendulum of the life-clock—swings that substance around 
a central point. in completing one great age of life in order that 
it may gain permanent individual life when the hands of the clock 
have completed their circles, that 1s, when the seven great ages 
are completed. 

For the purpose of providing itself with an individual torm 
through which to function on all planes, all fields of hfe, the Ego 
must evolve a <eparate vehicle out of each of the fonrr <tates of 
=ubstance—akasic, etheric, astral and phvscal—which altogether 
constitute the compoxsite plane of manifestation. It may <mplity 
this phase of the suhþject 1f we use terms 1n more general nse 11n 
attempting to fix this most important point in the mind. The 
electric, atomic, molecular and cellular d1vistons of matter, as nsed 
in phvsical science, closelv approach the difterentiations of occult 
<Clence previously given. 

[t the reader can accept the truth that there 1s one umver<c 
within another, each one of which 1s composed of subs<stance 1mm pre- 


cisely the state of vibration to which has heen given the terms 
above mentioned, and. that in combination they create an exterior 
universe which 1s the unrverse we perceive by vur physical senses, 
-1t may aid mn giving hypothests þy means of which we may com- 
prehend what 1s sometimes termed *the ladder of life” upon the 
<teps of which the pilgrim, the individual Ego—descends and 
ascends, irom and hack to spiritnal_ life. 

or cach individual Ego must create for itself, out of the 
<ubstance of which each one of these universes 1s constituted, a 
orm or vehicle in and by means of which he: can live, con- 
prehend, and finally control the substance of each universe, For 
Instance, the Ego must evolve a form out of the electric svubstance. 
another torm out of the atomic universe, still another form out

1e etheric, and- vet another form out of the molecular life of 
this exterior material universe, if it dexires individual conscious 
existence on 'all four planes. 

Yet, on his ascent from the lowest step of the ladder he 
must lose the consciousness of each universe as a distinet and 
objective field of life, retainins onlv what he has gained from 
the experience he has passed through while functioning in the 
body which was built out of the substance of that universe: 
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\Vhen he has taken the last upward step of that ladder he has 
lost all sense of separateness; the former four universes with 
their Separated forms no longer obtain in his consctousness, hut 
he retains all that his experience through them all have brought 


to him.

COMMENTARY. 

\\Vhen a record is made of a supposrttions conversation hetween 
any two objects of nature, or hetween any numher of units of the 
animal kingdom, swech a record 1s only acceptett hy man as a 
ceneral thing 1n a hgurative or svmbÞbolc sense. That 1t 18 pos- 
Sthle for s1ch a conversation to actually occur, even 1t 1t were 
held by means of a process hitherto unknown to man, would 
hardly be admitted by the average perscn of the present age; yet 
many of the deepest philosophical truths have heen first presente«] 
to the -world by means of such records. $S0 far as outer con- 
SCIOUSNess 18 concerned the later races of mankind lost all knowl- 
edge of many of the hasic realities of hte which were pertectl, 
understood in the mftancy of those races. Among these « lost 
treasures of knowledge was that of the hasic unity of all things and 
creatures, and of the common consc1o0usness of the race which 
rendered secrecy impossible and linked the umts ot a race to 
each other and to all hving things to a remarkable degree, mak- 
ing communication hetween them-a very easy matter. [It we <till 
retam in memory some measure of the pertect delight and trust 
with which we received and accepted the most marvelons teatures 
of the fairy stories related to or read hy us when we were chil- 
dren (not alone the physical teats of the tairies but also th 
conversations hetween them and the lower orders of hte) an 
can measure - that dehght and trust by our present doubt an] 
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distrust of any thing unintelligihle to or unprovable by the senses, 
we can gain some idea of what we have lost, from a mental point 
of view. The delight and trust were primarily due to the pos- 
Sexsion of a subconscious memory in the soul of the child of the 
hefore noted basic realities of life, xnch possesston having heen 
Fained by the assimilation of and the filing within the <oul by the 
incarnatings Ego of the results of former experiences while mn 
incarnation in the first suh-races of the Root Race in which that 
F&o took form ; such assmilating and filing having occurred (qur- 
ing previous Devachanic_ interludes hetween material incarnations 
wherein occurred the said experiences. 

[f the reader can accept the 1dea of a common COnsCIOusness 
which would naturally link closely together all individual forms 
of life making thonght transference the rule 1t will not be. dith- 
cult to perceive that upon entering or leaving that field of com- 
mon consciousness at, sav, hirth and death or in trance, the soul 
of man would have no difficulty in solving what are unsolvable 
problems to the senses, or to bring hack into a new incarnation a 
sub-conscious realization of the fact or the method by which com- 
munication was estahlisghed hetween the units of a race. It 
matters not to us whether the Regents—the ruling spirits—of the 
Sun and the earth actually held such a conversation in words as 
1s recorded in the Stanzas or whether such a conversation was 
interpretable by the inind or senses of man. That there 1s some 
method of communication hetween animals and other orders of life, 
hevond our present power to interpret, no thinking man will 
cleny; hut even such men are not always willing to accept the 
Statement that there 1s also a method of communication hetween 
=uch objective forms as the sun' and- the planets and other bodies 
of the solar system of that sun. 

That which interests us most deeply at this time is the inter- 
pretation of these Stanzas which are clearly prophetical of future 
events. 

The Shining Face” referred to in this Sloka is the- «un of 
this solar system. FExoterically, Meru is the great mountain or 
continent which formerly occupied the <pace within the present 
arctic circle; esoterically it has a deep s$piritual correspond- 
ence. The Earth, in the form of Meruy, is calling upon the sun to 
"smile upon its face,” that is, to exert sufficient power of attrac- 
tion upon certain orders of elemental life resident in the equatorial 
zone—the heat zone—to start into action other lesser orders of 
elementals—heat elementals—to melt the ice and snow at the 
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polar regions, thus setting tree tremendous natural torces which 
are powerful enough to change the ax1s of the earth hack to its 
original position, 1n order that the Tlesser hves —*the newly 
clothed Sparks, long held in durance by karmic law, might be 
Set free to re-clothe the recovered land with hte and vegetation 
for the maintenance of a new race of humamty—the s1xth $sub- 
race of the present Fifth Root Race, and make pos<thle the 
fulhlment of their dreams. The tulhlled dreams would he the 
fulhlled desrres and ambitions of -the units oft the present.. the 
hfth sb-race of humamity, or im any event, "the remnant ot the 
Saved —those who will remain after the calamities due to tall 
upon the earth are passed, and the evil karma of the present 
race 1s exhaustecdd. 

\Vhen one conxiders the great <stretches of time which must 
elapse between the various ages. during which continents and races 
of humanitv have appeared and disappeared, and percerves the 
marvelous changes which a study ot geology Miscloses in the 
numerous lavers of the crust of the earth, it 1s not diftcult to 
understand why 1t might he even necessary that a new continent 
at the north pole might he in process of re-formation hefore 1t 
would he possthle for another, a previously suhmerged section 
of the carth, to arisxe from an ocean in the temperate 
zone when the appearance of hoth continents depended on the 
action of tremendously powerful natural torces which could 
only he released and set in motion during a change mm the axts 
of the earth. 

[f this he true, as 1t would appear to he from the Stanzas of 
Theogenes1s, (even without the missing slokas which undoubtedly 
would describe many cosmie events of which we have no exoteric 
historv), the emergence of Lemuria from the depths of the Pactiac 
()cean might depend on those changes to take place at the north 
pole; and prophecy locates the Sixth Race on the continent of 
Lemuria, as it locates the Seventh Race at the north pole m 
the future I |yperborean age.

FUNCTIONS OF THE ORANGE RAY. 


()ecultly, Orange corresponds to Prana, the Vital Principle. 
Its metal 1s Gold. Prana is an individualized aspect of Atma— 
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the SYNTHESIS of all Color, Sound, Form and Number. The 
metal Gold is a transformed, that is, a de-graded aspect of Prana. 
Prana emanates in purity from the Sun-Centre and 1s attracted 
to all vital organic centres, giving them life. Thus Prana 1s an 
all pervading ocean of life-force, penetrating everywhere. Acted 
upon by transforming elemental forces and centres, it 1s material- 
ze in the earth's aura into metallic gold. Gold may he de- 
materialized hack to Prana. 

[In human principles, the Astral Body 1s the vehicle of Prana, 
the Orange Ray. In the outer world Oxygen 1s the carrier of 
Prana, inbreathed into the hody through the Inng centres and 
reaching all parts of the body through the medium of the hlood 
<tream.. The minute particle of iron in each- blood corpuscle ab- 
xorbs oxygen with its load of Prana, and carries it to every cell in the 
hody cosmos. This iron of the cell is the Red Principle—the 
Rupic or Form Principle, which thus uses the absorbed I'rana to 
recreate and rebuild the form constantly, keeping it in mamtesta- 
tion. Hence the fundamental importance of the Orange Ray tunc- 
tion 1n perpetuating life im form. 

The color Orange 1s iiioecd of Red and Yellow. Red and 
Yellow are the Father-mother of Orange. Red 1s the Form prin- 
ciple and Yellow 1s the Buddhic or Sixth sense principle opening 
int» umversal or Cosmic Consctousness, heins one member ot the 
Irmity composing the Higher Self. Thus im Prana, the Orange 
Rav born of Red and Yellow would work together to create and 
preserve form, as well as to let the light of the Higher Self 
into that form through the avenue of the Yellow Rav. 

In the brain, the site of the Orange Ray 1s the Medulla Ob- 
longata, Situated at the very top of the Spinal Cord. In the part 
of the body above the waist line, its home 1s the Heart and Lungs. 
Below the waist line its centre is the Solar Plexus and Creative 
Centres. 

The primal function then, of the Orange Ray, is to create, 
build and preserve FORMS OF LIFE. It is Prana or life force that is 
most intensely concentrated in .the Seed of man, animal or plant 
life. In plant life note the glory of the hlossom in very excess of 
life force. This excess of life is concentrated in the hlossom as 
it 1s the matrix wherein the seed develons and draws into itself 
this abundant prana in the blossom and finally encapsules this life- 
essence in the form of the seed.

DÞut with the 
puhlisher of an article which has come from an interior source 
through some transmitter who may not he ahle to refer to the 
original source at once and who cannot he perfectly sure of the 
intent, the article must stand as published. 

Such a suppoNitions error occurred in the Temple Teaching 
on healing in the February ARTISAN, wherein occurs the follow- 
ing words, *The question asked by Jesus, *\Vho hath <mned, this 
man or another? * :\s 1t was not Jesus hut His disciples who 
asked the question, according to the hiblical rendering. of the same 
words the apparent error opens the wav for harsh criticism. 
However, in this instance 1it alsxo opens the wav for something 
of a revelation of the manner 1n which <uch teachings are often 
received by occult methods and makes poss!hle an understanding 
by others of the diftculties under which such a transmitter lahors, 
and, therefore, of the reasons why s many errors and misin- 
terpretations occur in all rehable occult teachings which have their 
Original <ource on '<ome interior plane. 

Students who have some knowledge of the mysterv-language, 
the language of syrmbolism, can understand how ahsolutely neces- 
Sarv 1t 18, that any true transmitter shall have a fairly accurate 
knowledge of that language; and as every objective form im mani- 
fextation 1s a symbhol of Some s$piritual aspect or some form mn 
other states of consciousness, 1t 1s easily understood how exceed- 
ingly difficult, if not impossthle, it is for one to carry all those 
s&ymbols constantly in mind. If a message or instruction 1s 1s81ed 
in the mystery language, (it may be partly in symbol and partly in 
words), there 1s no suhsequent opportunity for correction or 
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repetition; and 1f the transmitter is conscientious, he or she will 
not presume to alter a sentence or a word, unless perfectly sure 
a mistake has heen made in interpretation, and therefore will let 
the sentence stand as received, believing 1t better to run the risk 
of criticism rather than possihly. to lose some more interior mean- 
ins which would not he evident in a casual reading. 

This 1s exactly what occurred in the instance noted, where 
<everal words were omitted. The Bible and- other sacred works 
have very many such incorrect interpretations, and they were 
unavoidable in many instances. 

[t would take a Master to he letter perfect in the transmiss10n 
of a long message from one plane of life to another, for he 
must have a superhuman memory to have instantly at his com- 
mand the interpretation of every objective form used in symbolism ; 
and when it 1s understood that snch symbolie messages may come 
in color, sound, number and form, it will be seen that the difhcul- 
ties in the way of perfect translation are greatly mcreased. 

Yet, unless one were more or less proficient in this occult 
SCtence, it would he wmposstble to become a vehicle for the trans- 
m1iss10n of snch messages, and it 1s . for this reason that s0 very 
few absolutely reliable spiritualistic messages ever get across the 
cult that separates the interior and exterior planes of hfe. The 
creat majority of - people who claim to cross that gult so easily 
actually are not aware that there 1s such a science as symholism, 
or any need for the same, to say nothing of having the ahility 
to interpret and transmit the same. 

The mistranslated portion of the Temple Teaching herein noted 
ought to have read as follows: *#Neither do they pretend to 
put the question asked hy the disciples of Tesns, *Who did sin, this 
man or his parents?” when an inquiry 1s made as to their willng- 
ness to heal the s1ck, which question in the mouths of those disc1- 
ples plainly showed behef in Karma and Reincarnation. Upon the 
answer received seems to have depended their power or their 
willingness to heal. For it must he rememhered that Jesus had 
heen teaching those disciples the secrets of occultism for many 
davs.” 

Knowing somewhat of the diftculties in the way of exact trans- 
lation, 1t 1s to he hoped that our readers will he lenient in judgment if 
a mistake occastonally occurs, believing that it will be corrected, it 
ot sufficient importance in a later issue of the ARTISAN.
